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Four candidates 
advance to 
final round

Four superintendent finalists will 
be interviewed by the Wilmington 
School Committee on November 9, 
10, 16, and 17. The search 
subcommittee on Tuesday finished 
its chore of narrowing down the 12 
semi-finalists to six or less finalists. 
All except one is from 
Massachusetts, 

Dr. Shirley Callan, head of the 
subcommittee, announced the 
names of the finalists late Tuesday 
night. They are Carl Batchelder, 
assistant supt. in the 
Whitman-Hanson Regional School 
District in Whitman; Geraldine 
O'Donnell, assistant supt. in the 
Haverhill Public Schools; Howard 
Goodrow, supt. of the Kearsarge 
Regional School District, SAU #65, 


New London, New Hampshire; and 
Dr. Charles Martin, supt. of the 
Rockport Public Schools in 
Rockport. 

Callan praised both the search 
subcommittee aid the candidates 
themselves saying members had a 
number of "outstanding candidates" 
to choose from. She thanked the 
subcommittee for putting in "a 
tremendous amount of time" 
during the search. 

"They were absolutely committed 
to the process. The entire (school) 
committee would feel comfortable 
with any one of the finalists," said 
the chairman, 

The school board will make site 
visits to each of the finalists’ places 
of business October 20 to 30. 


Palizzolo fills 
school vacancy

In a close six to five vote, 
members of the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen and the Wilmington 
School Committee on Tuesday 
chose former finance committee 
chairman Paul Palizzolo to fill a 
school board vacancy left by John 
DeMarco, It took only a few 
minutes for members to cast their 
votes. 

Only two names were placed in 
nomination, Selectman Bob Cain 
nominated former school 
committee Chairman Aldo Caira. 
Caira had-lost his seat in the last 
election by a mere four votes, Brad 
Jackson nominated Palizzolo. 
Selectmen Chairman Mark Haldane 
noted before the vote that both men 
are “well known in the 
community" and "have a history of 
serving their community." 
Selectmen Gerald Duggan and 
Chester Bruce, and school 
committee members Brad Jackson, 
Peggy Kane, Linda McMenimen, 
and Dr. Shirley Callan voted for 
Palizzolo. The remaining officials 
voted for Caira, 

After the meeting, Palizzolo said, 
as a board member, his priority 
would be working on basic skills, 
upgrading student grades, and 
making sure the committee is 


"fiscally responsible." He was 
unsure, however, if he would 
participate in Wednesday's hazing 
discussion since he had yet to see 
the administrator's reports on the 
incident. 

Duggan also had some comments 
on the selection process. He called 
for a change in the process noting 
that many residents called him to 
lobby for their favorite applicant 
Most of the comments, he said, 
were political or personal in nature 
and . dwelt. on politics or 
personalities, The majority of the 
calls were "unbelievable," Duggan 
said. 

Duggan suggested the board try 
to change the Town Charter so the 
vacancy isn't filled by an 
appointment of both boards, but 
instead, by the runner-up in the 
prior election. 

"I certainly understand political 
lobbying. It's not the most 
enjoyable part of the (selectmen's) 
job," said Haldane, 

"I choose to look at everything 
objectively," said Duggan. 

Palizzolo will serve on the 
committee until the April election. 
He may then choose to run in the 
election to fill the remaining two 
years of DeMarco's term. 
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Disgusted Ballou calls for 
Callan, McMenimen resignations

A call for the resignation of two 
school committee members stunned 
officials and residents alike at 
Tuesday's joint meeting of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
and the Wilmington School 
Committee, 

An angry Dan Ballou notified 
school committeemen Linda 
McMenimen and Dr. Shirley 
Callan they have until October 19 
at noon to submit their resignations 
or he would support a move to 
recall them from office. In his 
statement, the selectman charged 
the members with violating The 
Handbook for Massachusetts School 
Committee Members which states, 
in part, that committee members 
cannot act as individuals or make 
any statements without a vote of 
the committee. 

Ballou lashed out at McMenimen 
and Callan for "intentionally and 
improperly" violating the MASC 
code of ethics with the intent to 
“play polit when they spoke 
with the media about recent hazing 
allegations, In addition, he charged 
that the board members failed to 
remember their function as 
policy-makers and failed "to 
recognize and support the 
administration's chain of command 
and acted improperly upon 
complaints as individuals." Ballou 
also urged selectmen to file a suit 
against the Boston Globe for an 
article in its October 10 edition 
headlined "Reports Filed in Hazing 
Probe." Hq called the article 
"totally false." The board took no 
action. 

After reading his statement, 
Ballou said "I'm totally disgusted 
with the performance of the 
Wilmington School Committee, 
namely Linda McMenimen and 
Shirley Callan." The selectman 
tried unsuccessfully to read his 
statement while full boards were 
present but Callan, Peg Kane, and 
Brad Jackson left immediately to 
attend an interview ion of the 
superintendent candidates and did 
not hear his remarks. 

His statement, however, was 
heard by the remaining members 
of the boards. 

In reaction, McMenimen was 
brief saying only, "I don't think his 
words deserve comment." She 
added that she had no plans to 
resign. 


Fleming disagrees with Fay's 
comments on hazing

Wilmington High School 
Principal Paul Fleming last week 
took exception to statements made 
by Supt. William Fay regarding 
Fleming's investigation into the 
August hazing incident. 

Fay had told this paper the 
process followed by Fleming was 
to break down students interviewed 
into one of four categories: 
victims, perpetrators, casual 
observors, and those who knew 
nothing about the incidents. 

"What he said was totally 
inaccurate. I made a change in the 
premise; he knew that," Fleming 
said. c 
The principal explained that, in 
talking to the school committee's 
attomey and the parents, he and 
Assistant Principal Edward Woods 
revised the process in order to be 
“as fair as possible." Fleming said 
he went strictly by the hazing 
policy outlined in the high school 
handbook. According to the hazing 
law in the handbook, anyone who 
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is "a principle organizer or 
participant" or who "knows that 
another person is the victim of 
hazing... and is at the scene of such 
a crime" and fails to report the 
incident to a law officer is 
culpable. Punishment for those 
charged with hazing at Wilmington 
High is five days out of school 
suspension plus removal -from the 
Sports activity. 

Fleming stressed several times 
that Fay "does not speak for me” 
and reminded this paper that "I was 
the one charged with the 
investigation of the kids." The 
school committee did ask Fleming 
to investigate and discipline those 
students involved in the hazing and 
Fay to investigate the supervision 
at the summer football camp. 
However, Fay said he planned to 
review Fleming's report and give 
parents the right to appeal his 
decision, 

Both reports have been 
forwarded to members of the 
school board, who refused to 
discuss the details with the Town 
Crier. They said they would have a 
Statement to make during 
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Wednesday's board meeting. 
According to Chairman Bob 
Peterson, much of the discussion 
on Fay's and Fleming's findings 
will most likely take place in 
executive session. 


Committee Chairman Bob 
Peterson accused Ballou of 
"grandstanding" and maintained the 
selectmen was improperly using his 
office to make a_ personal 
statement. To do such a thing, he 
said, "is absolutely, positively 
unconscionable." 

Bob Cain defended Ballou's right 
to speak as a selectman. He said 
many residents have called him tc 
complain about the way the 
allegations were played up in the 
press. 
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After the meeting, Ballou 
acknowledged his son, a senior, 
was on the football team and said, 
as a parent, he deplored the way 
the hazing issue was handled. 

"My son had nothing to do with 
any of this. He's a leading scorer in 
the Merrimack Conference; I'm 
very proud of him," he said. 

When asked why he singled out 
only two members of the 
committee, Ballou replied "their 
names were mentioned (in the 
newspapers) more than anybody's" 
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and they made "inflammatory 
statements” to the media, 

When asked why he wasn't 
equally angry over the alleged lack 
of supervision at the football camp, 
Ballou sidesteyped the issue. 

"It's not a question of fault. This 
is my town; I love it,"he said. 

Ballou explained that parents on 
Saturday asked him to take "a 
leading role in this."

ConCom lashes out at Tighe

Frustrated conservation officials 
lashed out at developer Jay Tighe 
last week over a lack of compliance 
with an order of conditions placed 
on the Shawsheen River Estates 
(Shawshcen Commons) affordable 
housing project. Officials also 
asked who was to be held 
accountable for a number of 
wetlands violations on the Hopkins 
Road site, 

Conservation commissioner 
Dennis Poltrino reminded Tighe 
that problems have been ongoing 
for the past five months. On 
September 11, the board's 
Conservation Specialist Anne 
Gagnon sent a letter to Tighe 
giving him 30 days to address 11 
issues. They included such things as 
maintaining erosion controls and 
drainage basins, stabilizing large 
pine trees near the detention basin, 
loaming and seeding any disturbed 
area, removing tree stumps from 
the detention basin, and deeding

Donations of a few food 
items only may be placed in 
mailboxes for pickup by the local 
post office or in scattered 
containers in various locations 
throughout Wilmington. 

Any Wilmington resident who is 
unemployed or in need of a bag of 
food is welcome to visit The 
Commissary on Wednesdays 
between 7 pm. and 9 p.m. 
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over land which was promised to 
the commission. In addition, 
Gagnon said neither the 
commission nor the planning board 
had received weekly reports nor 
notice of any work changes as 
required, 

A requirement to forward 
written reports on replanting was 
addressed at Wednesday's board 
meeting by Tighe's Environmental 
Planner Mary Trudeau. Trudeau 
said, because of overexcavation and 
resulting water sitting in the 
bottom of the replication area, 
many of the plants in the vicinity 
had drowned. The board agreed 
with Trudeau that replanting will 
have to wait until early spring due 
to the coming winter season, Tighe 
explained that Attorney Dan 
Brown was drawing up the deed 
for land along Dorchester Avenue. 
He added that the parcel could 
either be deeded to the commission 
or the town for affordable housing. 
Chairman Gary Mercer said he 
would prefer to keep the land as a 
buffer zone. 

Poltrino was the most outspoken 
against Tighe's failure to respond 
to the board's concerns. 

"I want to be able to have 
someone who is in charge of 
wetlands issues,” he said. 

Bill MacKinnon agreed. 

"The question is who's running 
the show?" he asked. Later, 
MacKinnon said his main concern 
was stabilizing the subdivision 
raodway since alot of the gravel 
was reportedly washing toward the 
Shawsheen River. 

Though he is one of the property 
owners, said Tighe, he was no 
longer in charge of conservation 
matters. He suggested sending a 
letter to Robert Donell of the 
Donell Construction Corp. it 
Ayer. Donell _is reported! 
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contractor of the project. Tighe 
added that most of the problems 
were "minor." 

Poltrino urged that Donell be 
invited to the next meeting of the 
board on October 21. 

"Please convey to Mr. Donell my 
frustration with this," he told 
Tighe, adding, "I'm starting to get 
teed off. It's being flaunted now. I 
am tired of dealing with the 
Shawsheen Estates issue." 

At one point during the 
discussion, Tighe asked for more 
time to deal with the 11 concerns. 
Gagnon reminded him he had an 
October 11 deadline. However, 
Mercer suggested extending the 
deadline to allow Donell to visit the 
board. If the issues aren't 
addressed in a timely fashion, the 
board could have an enforcement 
order drawn up to force 
compliance. 

In a related matter, Tighe 
reported to the Housing 
Partnership last week 62 of the 220 
units have already been sold. Of 
those, 21 are affordable units. 
According to 
Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan, Tighe said 
construction is behind schedule 
because the market rate units are 
not selling as fast as expected due 
to the economy.

Home addition 
raises concern

Lack of space and a potential 
impact to nearby wetlands made 
members of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission frown 
on a plan to build a garage and an 
addition to an existing home within 
the 100 foot buffer zone. The 
home is located on Mill Road. 

At their meeting last week, 
commissioners expressed their 
concern to applicant Patricia Von 
Blarcom and her Environmental 
Biologist, Joseph Cushing. Cushing 
explained the addition would be 
constructed on the side of the home 
nearest the wetland because that is 
where the living quarters are, The 
applicant proposes installing a 
retaining wall, a siltation fence to 
act as an erosion control, and a 
trench to stop any silt from moving 
toward the wetlands. In addition, 
the homeowner will put in mulch 
and vegetation, said Cushing. If the 
plan is followed, added the 
biologist, there would be no 
alteration to the existing wetlands. 

Commissioners weren't so sure. 

"We're talking a large excavation 
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out there," noted Chairman Gary 
Mercer, He said the retaining wall 
would be on the edge of the 
wetalnds and floorings would be a 
minimum of four feet deep and 
five to six feet wide. 

"We've got to be comfortable 
there's room in there to do all 
this," he added. 

Dennis Poltrino asked if the 
Proponent would compromise and 
put the addition on the other side 
of the house. The owner, said 
Cushing, prefers to leave the plan 
as is. Poltrino next questioned the 
drainage calculations and 
maintained the work would impact 
the wetlands. Bill Gately asked 
Cushing to get an opinion on the 
plan from the building inspector. 
Conservation Specialist Anne 
Gagnon noted there was some 
erosion on site due to a steep slope 
and there had been some recent 
dumping of brush and leaves in the 
wetlands, 

A site visit was set for October 
18. The hearing will continue at 
the board's next meeting October 
21.

There's a new gimmick on 
pension plan payouts that could 
cost you if you aren't careful. 
Starting in January, lump sum 
distributions from pension, profit 
sharing and 401(k) plans are 
subject to a 20 percent 
withholding tax. It affects 
hardship withdrawals from 
401(k)s, too. 

There is currently a 60 day 
period in which the employee can 
have use of the money, as long as 
it is rolled over before the 
deadline into another I.R.A. 
Under the new rule, though, 20 
percent of the lump sum would be 
withheld. In order to avoid taxes, 
the employee would have to 
replace that 20 percent in the 
I.R.A. rollover to make up the 
original total. If the employee is 
younger than 59 1/2, he or she 
would also be liable for a 10 
percent penalty on the taxable 
amount. 

There is a way out: avoid a 
rollover and have the money 
transferred directly to another 
plan or I.R.A. so it remains tax 
deferred. If you need the money, 
it's more advantageous tax wise to 
move it to an ILR.A. and then take 
a legal 60 day rollover from that.

go out to bid

Plans are moving forward to 
build up to seven affordable homes 
on Avon Street and Denault Drive 
in Wilmington. 

At last week's meeting of the 
Wilmington Housing Parinership, 
members reviewed evaluation 
criteria and made some revisions in 
guidelines which will be given to 
builders interested in submitting a 
bid on the work. According to 
Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan, members felt, in 
addition to the other requirements, 
it would be advisable to exceed size 
requirements for the rooms and to 
build a handicapped unit. Members 
also emphasized it would be 
desirable for interested developers 
to spend some time getting to know 
each area so the homes will blend 
in with the neighborhoods, said 
Duncan, 

The director told this paper one 
of the lots on Avon Street has 
already passed a percolation test. 
The other parcel has yet to be 
tested. One pressing need, added 
Duncan, was the construction of a 
roadway for the Avon Street lot 
which has no frontage. 

Neighbors of the two homes 
proposed for Denault Drive had 
complained during the summer 
about noise from the nearby 


Textron plant and the need to 
retain a buffer. Duncan said the 
health director had taken nine 
different noise meter readings in 
the vicinity and found the area 
along the Textron fence did exceed 
acceptable noise levels. Duncan 
said the director will notify 
Textron to address the problem. 

Though a timeline has been 
drawn up for the project, Duncan 
noted everything was about two 
months behind schedule. She 
explained construction should get 
underway next summer, At their 
November 12 meeting board 
members will finalize their Request 
for Proposals and bids should go 
out by November, said Duncan. 
Builders will have between six to 
eight weeks to submit their 
Proposals so that the Partnership 
can review them in February. 
Duncan explained once a developer 
is chosen for the work he will hold 
public hearings and go through the 
comprehensive permit process. 

The director stressed she was 
happy with the cooperation she had 
received from the engineering and 
health departments as well as from 
the Department of Public Works. 
She said also the Partnership was 
trying to work with neighbors to 
incorporate some of their 
Suggestions into the plans.

Reimbursement 
sought for 
gas spill costs

Wilmington officials are seeking 
reimbursement for the town's costs 
in assisting with the September 30 
accident and gas spill on Route 93, 
according to Town Manager 
Michael Caira. 

In a preliminary report to the 
board of selectmen Tuesday, Caira 
said officials will continue to meet 
to determine what the cost will be 
of such things as time, manpower, 
and vehicles. Gulf Oil, he said, is 
paying freight costs to all towns 
who responded to the emergency. 

Though 11,000 gallons of oil was 
actually spilled, Caira assured local 
citizens "“Wilmington's water 
supply was never in jeopardy.” As 
a precaution, however, three 
Wilmington wells were shut down 


and only put back into service 
October 8. Reading, he added, has 
not suffered any difficulties with 
their water quality despite fears 
that the spill would affect that 
town's water. 

"The action was very very quick 
and very very successful," Caira 
said. He went on to praise 
Wilmington's emergency response 
team saying that, “everyone really 
proved that in a crisis they were 
very well prepared." 

Now, he explained, Gulf Oil has 
begun remediation of contaminated 
soil in the area and the clean-up 
effort will be ongoing for "quite 
some time." On October 16 there 
will be a region-wide critique 
scheduled to review the entire 
situation, said Caira,

The Blue-Laws Blues 

It was a shirking of responsiblity to say nothing of putting 
local chiefs of police in hot-seats they don't - and we don't - 
deserve, when the powers at Beacon Hill decided that 
merchants could open on the Columbus Day Holiday IF local 
police chiefs gave their blessing. This, because we are a state 
which will forever cling to its' constrictive puritanical roots, 
worshiping the regulatory - and foolish - blue laws. 

In Wilmington and Tewksbury the chiefs acted wisely, and 
business went on as usual. There was the opportunity for 
retailers to earn money, and for the sagging economy's sake, 
shoppers spend it. . . we hope. But in nearby Burlington, the 
mecca of malls was closed as a chief made a great decision 
from the perspective of shop owners at the Pheasant Lane in 
blueless New Hampshire. (If you drove needlessly to the 
B.M., sénd your protest to Chief Cole, care of Burlington 
P.D.) 

The state legislature and governor should take a better, more 
prudent approach - abolish this anachronism called the blue 
laws all together. Government's role is not to encourage our 
church attendance by closing the local mall. People, and yes, 
businesses, can decide for themselves how to spend the 
holidays, 

The blue laws are so archaic it's pathetic. They're a vestage 
of a day gone by and supported by no one, with some 
contemporary pharisees as exceptions. Further, they're an 
economic handicap in a state bordered by others which do not 
maintain absurd and inane statutes on their law books. 

The civil-libertarian minded Governor William F. Weld 
should consider scrapping the blue laws in the only state to 
have them. 

Briefly in Politics. . . 

It was a six to five vote for Paul Palizzolo Tuesday night, 
elevating the former finance committee member to the school 
committee. Palizzolo joins the education board at its' most 
critical juncture in years. Members are searching for a new 
superintendent and may have to fight-back a new-born recall 
petition threatened unexpectedly on Tuesday night by 
Selectman Dan Ballou. 

But first . . . Palizzolo's victory. 

It was predicted hours before the event as word leaked that 
the so-called deciding vote of Gerry Duggan's would swing 


Palizzolo's way, despite the fact that the other contender, 
Aldo Caira, had lost his re-election bid by a mere four votes 
last year. 

Pundits at town hall were speculating this weck that Duggan 
felt obligated to show his independence from the Caira 
political machine, having just supported Town Manager Mike 
Caira's contract. The TM's new package came complete with 
a $10,000 hors d'oeuvre, which raised eyebrows in a town 
with a painful eight percent unemployment rate. 

| The votes for Caira, School Committee Members Peterson 
| and Fenton and Selectmen Ballou, Haldane and Cain were 
no surprise. 

Palizzolo's support was a political potpourri of advocates, 

: and those simply trying to stymie Caira's attempt at political 

| resurrection. Selectman Chet Bruce, a proud-to-be protege 
of Rep. James Robert Miceli, sparked little attention when 
he went with Palizzolo, as was the case with school committee 
members Callan, Kane and McMenimen, 

Palizzolo said last week that he was aware of the lobbying 
support he had received from Miceli and local activist Anne 
Linehan, but said "it was unsolicited." 

If there was one winning-side official who voted more 
pro-Palizzolo than anti-Caira, it was Brad Jackson, who 
worked closely with Palizzolo on the finance committee. 

; ... And as for the recall, that ominous threat came like a 

| bull into a china shop when Selectman Dan Ballou, appearing 
flustered and outraged, demanded the immediate resignations 
of school committee members Shirley Callan and Linda 
McMenimen, Their crimes, charged Ballou, are alleged leaks 
to the press surrounding details of the football camp hazing 
incident. 

Ballou is a close friend of Ed Harrison's, the football 
coach who may or may not survive this escalating batttle 
which has football parents flinching and some committee 
members looking for a sacrificial lamb. 

Ballou won't hold his breath for the resignations, but his 
Tuesday night political air-raid is the first strike in a new 
political crossfire which has erupted from this controversy. 

. . . If you're still holding out hope for a Nick Mavroules 
comeback, you weren't "moving to the Herald," as they say, on 
Monday. The sixth district congressman, who suffers the 
plague of a seventeen count indictment hanging over his head, 
may have been dealt the fatal blow when the Boston tabloid 
carried the transcript of an alleged conversation between 
Mavroules and his infamous son-in-law Andrew Gerakaris. 
Federal prosecutors plan to use the tape of a 1985 conversation 
between the Peabody lawmaker and Gerakaris arranging for a 
meeting to pick-up a bribe payment to Mavroules. 

Prosecutors charge that Mavroules received bribes from the 
Karahalis family in exchange for using his influence to have 
Michael Karahalis transfered to a federal prison closer to his 
family in Florida. 

Mavroules' lawyers have disputed the authenticity of the tape 
and described it as a "fairy tale." 

Meanwhile, Mavroules' Republican challenger Peter 
Torkildsen received a boost last week when U.S. Senate 
Minority Leader Bob Dole came to Boston to endorse the 
former Danvers legislator.

Dear Larz: 

The October 13 protest at the State 
House concerning the enormous 
MWRA rate increases is long 
overdue. These confiscatory 
charges on 43 Mass. communities, 
while personal income is ‘going 
down and unemployment is going 
up, has or will cause severe 
financial hardship on many of the 
2.6 million people living in these 
communities. 

However, instead of proposing 
that the state or federal government 
pay a larger share of the $6 billion 
Boston Harbor cleanup, perhaps 
they should turn their attention 
toward cutting the costs of the 
project. 

There is a possibility for $2 billion 
in savings by eliminating the 
secondary treatment plant. 
According to some civil engineers 
this is an example of environmental 
overkill. Since the harbor can be 
cleaned up with a primary treatment 
system, the expense of an additional 
purifying system is simply 
unnecessary. Indeed, in the October 
1991 MWRA bond prospectus. 
"The Authority's Environmental 
Quality Department reports that the 
inner Boston Harbor came very 
close to meeting water quality 
standards for swimming and fishing 
during the summer of 1990." Since 
then, the Authority has ceased 
pumping sludge into the Boston 
Harbor which has improved the 
quality of the water even more, 

The contract for the $2 billion 
secondary treatment plant has not 
been awarded yet but it will be, 
unless an appeal is made to the 
Federal Court that ordered the 
Boston Harbor cleanup and 
approved the schedule and 
equipment to do so. 

This $2 billion reduction in 
project costs could save ratepayers 
$400 to $600 a year but the current 
project plan must be appealed and 
the court must be convinced that the 
cleanup of the harbor has 
faster than expected and thus future 
rate increases, to pay for the 
secondary treatment plant, are

Dear Larz: 

Much blame is being heaped upon 
Congress for its failure to solve the 
serious problems facing this 
country, especially unemploy- 
ment. Many people feel that changes 
in the law pertaining to campaign 
contributions would make Congress 
more effective. As pointed out 
below, that is probably not being 
very realistic. 

Since the coming of television a 
candidate for Congress requires 
huge sums of money to pay for 
television advertising to get elected. 

An examination of the public 
records of the campaign contribu- 
tions to any candidate for Congress 
will show that 99 percent of the 
people eligible to vote for that 
candidate; altogether contribute less 
than five percent of the total amount 
contributed to his campaign. 

Therefore it should be easy to 
understand why a majority of the 
members of Congress will devote 


the majority of their time and effort 
taking care of the interests of the 
few people and special interest 
groups who put up the money to get 
them elected, 

Even if a law was passed 
prohibiting financial contributions 
to these candidates, only the rich 
could afford to run for Congress. 
They would naturally be inclined to 
pass laws favoring the rich. 

Any law limiting the amount of 
money a candidate could spend 
would be unconstitutional because it 
would be a restriction on the 
freedom of speech and the freedom 
of the press which is prohibited by 
the Constitution. 

Fortunately there is a method by 
which voters could excrt enough 
influence over Congress to get that 
body to pass many more laws to 
solve this country's most serious 
problems, rather than so many laws 
for the benefit of the few who put 
up the money to get these members 
elected. This method would work if 
only enough voters could be made 
aware of it. 

This method is explained in an 
article entitled, "How We, As 
Voters Could Get Back Control 
Over Our Government."

GRAY AREAS 


There are a number of myths surrounding 
gray hair that deserve some explanation. 
‘Among them: a person cannot go gray over- 
night. a traumatic event, however, or severe 
illness with high fever can cause a sudden 
and excessive hair loss (500 to 600 hairs 
daily). The hair that grows back after the 
loss may be gray, accounting for wide- 
spread graying over a period of several 
weeks. Stress is unlikely to increase the 
number of gray hairs, unless it is quite 
severe, Such illnesses as thyroid disorders 
and flare-ups of inflammatory bowel dis- 
ease can cause graying because they can 
cause changes in hair pigmentation.

She 
said, since the wetlands is an 
estimated habitat area for rare 
species, the board would need to 
notify and receive comment from 
Massachusetts Natural Heritage. In 
addition, Gagnon said, 
commissioners would need to sec 
approval of the septic system from 
the board of health. 

Cuneo suggested putting bolders 
along the wetlands to act as a line 
of demarcation. Some-members 
agreed. 

Commissioners reserved further 
comment on the Notice of Intent 
until they have the septic approval 
and more replication information. 
Members will also pay a visit to the 
site.

Crime prevention

Elder abuse

general says that only 11,000 cases 
of elderly abuse are reported 
annually, when it is believed an 
additional 1.4 million cases go 
unreported. He says he feels if the 
elderly will follow a few tips they 
can help protect themselves a little 
better. 

Tips 

Ask questions of anyone who 
wants to sell you something. Do not 
answer the door to anyone unless 
you know them, Don't buy anything 
over the telephone, Report any type 
of abuse or scam to the police 
against you or somcone you know , 
no matter who the abuser is. Do not 
isolate yoursclf, get out of your 
house, go to the center, make 
friends, especially if you are alone, 

Have someone you can call when 
family do not live close enough to 
help you when needed. Do not give 
to charities soliciting money; check 
with the police department to see if 
they have been allowed to ask for 
donations. And never give a 
donation to any charity in cash if 
you know the person is a qualified 
representative give a check. Or tcll 
them you will send a check yourself,

alleged victims, who all happen to 
be 13 years old. 


"What are we focusing on here? 
They can never justify what 
happened at that camp. The loss of 
my seat is inconsequential when 
you weigh it against the impact (of 
the hazing) on those young boys’ 
lives," she said, 

Callan also questioned the 
parents, who agreed to let school 
officials make a decision and who 
now don't want to accept their 
decision. 

"I think the parents have to face 
the fact there are victims here." she 
said.

Outdoors column 


Rabies will sweep area 


by Bill Conlon 

This column, or one much like it, 
appeared earlier in this space. But 
with all the attention being paid to 
rabies these days, maybe this one is 
needed again. 

Soon, perhaps by next summer, a 
rabies epizootic (animal epidemic) 
will sweep into this area. There are 
very few reported cases of rabies in 
Middlesex County right now, but a 
massive increase is coming, soon. 

A rabies outbreak was detected in 
West Virginia some years ago, in 
raccoons. An ancient disease among 
animals, rabies is usually described 
by the animal population it infects: 
Raccoon, Bat, Skunk and Fox. It is 
a fascinating virus which is almost 
always fatal to its victims, and that 
inclides humans. Bad stuff indeed. 

The rabies outbreak from West 
Virginia has been slowly spreading 
this way, and rabid raccoons have 
now been found in Massachusetts, 
but none in Tewksbury or Wilm- 
ington. Repeat -- not here, yet. 

Raccoons are having a population 
explosion, Nocturnal and omnivor- 
ous, raccoons are too big and nasty 
to worry about predators, except 
wolves and catamounts and they're 
no longer a factor hereabouts. My 
grandfather's favorite night sport 
of raccoon hunting has lyst most of 
it’s luster, so there's nothing today, 
except an occasional Goodyear, to 
keep raccoon numbers down. The 
Merrimack Valley now has up to 80 
raccoons per square mile in parts, 
and they rule the night. 

And where there are too many of 
any animal, something will come in 
to slash the numbers. Enter rabies, 

This killer disease will lower the 
number of ‘cons, but at an awful 
price. 

The rabies virus affects the brain, 
causing dementia and hallucinations 
and a biting reflex. The disease then 
moves to the salivary glands, where 
it reproduces in huge numbers, The 
net effect of these two symptoms is 
a biting animal with infected saliva, 
or in other words it turns a victim 
into a walking hypodermic, which 
is what the virus needs to spread. 

Raccoons hang around with other 
raccoons, which explains the spread 
of the disease, but a rabid raccoon 
will snap at everything:in sight, and

there's the rub. Any animal bitten 
may become infected, even us. 

The disease, however, is picky. If 
a victim is “unsuitable” to transmit 
rabies, the disease becomes what is 
called "dumb" rabies, in which the 
victim lapses into a coma and dies. 

In either form, the disease kills its 
victim in a few days -- usually. 

But a small fraction of an animal 
population displays an immunity to 
the disease. A few bite victims will 
show no symptoms, but in fact they 
become carriers, allowing rabies to 
survive, quietly, until long after the 
outbreak is past. Later, a new out- 
break of rabies will occur when the 
conditions are right. For a virus, a 
tiny twist of living material, this is 
an amazing set of adaptations. 


Bottom line -- there will be rabid 
raccoons, and other animals, in this 
area sometime next year, or 1994 at 
the latest. So, what should we do? 
The rabid ‘coons can be expected to 
bite other animals, from squirrels 
to housepets, and the disease will be 
pandemic for awhile. 

Dogs are fairly safe from rabies, 
since they are vaccinated against the 
disease. Cats, however, hardly ever 
get rabfés vaccinations, so Fluffy is 
in trouble when the wave arrives. 
Call your vet about getting a rabies 
vaccination for your cat, even if 
your little Fru-Fru never (heaven 
forbid!) goes outdoors. 

So what can we do? 

-- Have all pets vaccinated. 

-- Never approach an animal that 
appears sick or crazed. Call police 
instead. A raccoon foaming at the 
mouth is obvious, but what about a 
chipmunk that's going bonkers and 
snapping at things? Rabies may not 
produce that classic toothpaste look 
among all its victims. 

-- Keep trash cans covered so the 
raccoons won't come shopping, and 
never, ever keep a wild animal as a 
pet or feed wild animals. Risky. 

-- If your pet is bitten, or might 
have been bitten, contact the board 
of health and they'll provide plenty 
of instruction. Your dog will gets a 
10-day quarantine, at the absolute 
least, but that can be done at home 
under many circumstances. If the 
pet wasn't vaccinated, expect up to 
six months in the lock-up, so double 
check those rabies shots! 

-- If you are bitten, wash the bite 
in hot soapy water while phoning 
the hospital emergency room with

Krochmal Farms hayride 
eases daily stress

In this hectic world of telephones 
in your car, computer viruses and 
ozone holes, it seems there is little 
time to just relax. 

Krochmal Farms, on South Street 
in Tewksbury, offers a two-hour 
solution to the stresses of modern 
life, The offer is rarely advertised, 
because word-of-mouth has spread 
the word pretty well for years. 

For a $7 fare ($5 for kids) they'll 
take you on a half-hour hayride in a 
horse-drawn wagon, through quiet 
farm country and autumn scenery, 
drop you at a secluded campsite to 
sit by a bonfire and unwind for an 
hour, then the haywagon returns to 
bring you on yet another half-hour 
ride back to the 20th Century. 

The hayrides are offered by John 
Cave, whose father owns Krochmal 
Farms, and his partner, Dawn Syl- 
vester, The rides are offered from 
September to March, and a varicty 
of groups take part, 

"We get all kinds of groups,” said 
the soft-spoken John. "One week 
we had ‘Parents Without Partners’ 
on a ride and they had'a ball. We 
also had a group up from Hanscom 
Air Force Base, with Licutenant 
Colonels and everything.” The hay- 
rides bring in plenty of local scouts, 
John said, because of the woodland 
nature of the ride, But there have 
been college partics and company

outings, church groups and birth- 
day parties, all enjoying the rides. 

Two big black "Percheron" draft 
horses, Dakota and Pete, draw the 
wagon, which can carry up to 24 
people, or 26 if most of them are 
children. The wagon is fitted with 
modern wheels and suspension for 
a comfortable ride, and the bed of 
the wagon, naturally, is filled with 
clean hay. With a half-hour spent 
enroute to the campsite, everyone 
has plenty of chance to unwind long 
before arriving at the campfire. 

Food can be brought along, or the 
hayrides can be catered, if adequate 
warning is given. John said many 
groups bring their own hotdogs to. 
toast by the fire, and marshmallows 
are free, 

Most of the time, John said, the 
group is left at the campsite with no 
supervision, Scout troops are often 
left alone, he said, because they're 
capable of tending a campfire. But 
a guide can come along, if needed. 

One extra offered at the campsite 
are bags full of leaves, for "pillow 
fights," Dawn said. One party had 
so much fun with the pillows, she 
said, that the adults wouldn't let the 
kids have them back. 

The hayrides continue long after 
the snowy season begins, John said, 
Once six inches of snow sticks to 
the ground, he said, wagon wheels 


are replaced with runners and the 
trips contine as sleigh rides until 
March. John said the phone starts 
ringing as the first snow of the year 
is still falling, mostly from regular 
customers hoping to take the first 
sleigh ride, Christmas is the busiest 
time for sleigh rides. 

Dawn said a $90 minimum, with a 
non-refundable deposit of $40, is 
required before a trip will be set 
up, or call ahead to see if there is 
room on someone else's hayride. In 
case of rain, she said, the trip can be 
rescheduled until March. 

Birthday parties can be scheduled 
for a flat $100, which includes free 
pony rides at the campsite, she said. 

Krochmal Farms is reached from 
Route 38 in Tewksbury. Coming 
from the south, turn right off Route 
38 at the South Fire Station, (by the 
new fountain) then follow South 
Street for about 1.7 miles. A sign 
marks the entrance to Krochmal 
Farms, and plenty of free parking 
is available. Until Hallowe'en, look 
for thé orange "pumpkin" signs to 
show the way. 

Call ahead at (508) 657-5906, for 
reservations. Trips last two hours 
(half-hour hayride, one hour by the 
fire and a half-hour back), with the 
last trip heading out at 10 p.m.

As Kumpel notes in a written 
press release, “The statistics are 
staggering, 100,000 American 
children are homeless, and one in 
every five children in the United 
States live below the poverty 
level.”

Depardieu, his small son in his 
lap, gazing at the horizon. As the 
sun sets, he quizzes his son on 
what he sees, noting how a ship 
descends as it disappears. The 
world, he explains, is as round as 
the orange he is peeling. It's a 
beautiful scene, both aesthetically 
appealing and intimate. But it is 
one of the only personal moments 
in the film. Much of the story is 
either too huge, or too removed, 
to give us much insight into the 
workings of the people who 
helped Columbus change history. 
And it takes him a heck of a long 
time to do it. 

Remote and slow moving as 
this film is, director Ridley Scott 
has a couple of things going for 
him. Most importantly, this is one 
of the most visually appealing 
films you may ever see. Moorish 
castles, lush costumes, creaking 
reproductions of Columbus’ three 
ships. It's like watching a gor- 
geous post card come to life, even 
if most of the characters are given 
no more personalities than the 
scenery. 


What Scott loses in characteri- 
zation, he makes up for in visuals, 
though American audiences may 
have trouble with a two-hour-and- 
40-minute flick that is paced on 
the slow side. You can't help but 
feel Scott would have been better 
off constructing a four-or-six-hour 
mini-series for PBS. Then there 
would have been time for the 
story, the beauty, and some per- 
sonality, 

First time screenwriter 
Roselyne Bosch may not have 
captured the essence of this 
Renaissance man, but she did take 
us past his discoveries. Most 
Americans know so little of this 
explorer that it's interesting to 
learn what became of him. This 
story follows Columbus through a 
disastrous period as governor of 
the new land and melancholic 
final chapters in his life.

We now 
boast about 300. 

Our organization has been blessed with excellent and determined leadership 
beginning with our first Venerable Charles Ingalls to our present Venerable Chris 
DiCecca. The Venerables have included Donald Ugolini, Alfred Powers, Eileen 
Wolley, Fred Miller, and Rico Catalano. 

The above leaders were also supported by a group of workers (too numerous to 
mention) that are unsurpassed by none. Only through the efforts and determination 
of our members from the very beginning to our present day have made our fondest 
dream a reality—OUR OWN HOME]
